REMARKS 



In the Office Action of December 14, 2006, the Examiner objected to the 
claims status identifier. In response to the informalities noted by the Examiner, the 
status identifiers have been amended. Accordingly, in view of the indication made 
by the Examiner, as discussed in the Amendment filed September 28, 2006, it is 
respectfully submitted that the application is now in condition for allowance.
